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It is Humbly Offered, by ſome Unintereſted Perſons, } 
That the laying a greater Duty on Low-Wines 
or Spirits drawn from Melailes than on other 
Spirits, or the total Projnbition thereof (which will 
cert ainly be the Effet) will. be of a bad Conſequence 

to the Nation, for the following Reaſons. ” 

IL WYRANDY or Fe S»irits being only to be drawn from the Fruit } 
of rhe Vine or t112 Sugar-Cane, viz. Sugar or Melaſſes ; the former {| 

being Diſcouraged by th? Prohibition of all Foreign-Brandy, the : 


latter ought to be Incouraged, becauſe nothing elſe will make Brandy that 
will Equalize that oi Fraxce. 


IT. As to Wine and Fruit that is Imported, it is a very ſmall Quantity 
that is Diſtilicd ; tor no Man defignedly brings in that which 1s bad : Where- 
fore the Prohibiring the Diſtilling thereof, will be of great Loſs to the Mer- 
chant : For at this preicnt, there's ſome Quantity here which 1s not worth 
Freight and Cuſtoms ; and will be lefs worth it Diſtilling is torbid. 


III. Therefore, In caſe a larger Duty is deſign'd to be laid on Fine Spirits 
drawn trom Melaſſes, &c. than Foul Spirits drawn from Cory ; Tine Only 
Faſy and Advantageous Way 1s, by an Additzonal-Duty on all Melaſſes to be 
Paid at the Cuſtom-Houſe, which will abſolutely prevent any Diſputes which 
may be berween the Exciſe-Oficers and the Dzfti//ers about the Quality of - 
the Spzrits, and will Save to the King about 20009 U. per Annum, Which 
will be drawn back from the Cuſtoms on Unpurged Sugars Exported : For 
if Melaſſes be fo Burrhened that it cannot be Diititied here, the Refiners and 
D#ſtallers Trade muſt fall ; and conſequently Unpurged Szgars muſt be Ex- 
ported to be Worked abroad. 
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IV. If therefore we intend totally to prevent the Importatiofi of Frexch 
or Foreign Brandy, we muſt Encourage the Manutactury of that of equal 
Goodnels here ; which will be a great Advantage to the Nation, by Em- 
ploying our own People, and will keep our Money in the Nation ; which 
hath been, and may be ſent to France for Purchaſing the Growth of that 
Kingdom. 


| V. The Diſcouraging the Refiners and Diſtillers Trade here, will be of a 

, very bad Conſequen-e to our Plantations ( whoſe Burthen already is very 
great) and Encourage the Plantations of our Neighbours : For they are at- 
liberty to give us what they pleaſe for our Unpurged Sugars, if we cannot 
Work them here ; and ſo willconſequently leflen our Shipping that are uſu- 
ally Employed to our Iſlands. 


_ VI. This Diſcouraging of our Plantations will have a great Influence on 
Ireland, from whence they are Annually Supplied with Bee?, Pork, 'and all 


forts of. Proviſions in great Quantities ; and alto may be fome Prejudice to 
the Guiny-Trade. 
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
